Constantinople, Dec. 2.—The sign­ 
ing of the protocol of the armistice has 
been postponed until Tuesday in order 
to give an opportunity to the repre­ 
sentative« of all the allies to sign. 
The Greek delegate required forty- 
wight hours in which to receive the 
necessary authority from his govern­ 
m e n t 
It is naid that the duration of the 
arm istice has been fixed at eight days, 
hut that it will be prolonged another 
seven days if necessary. 
It is rumored that in addition to the 
Bulgarian troops just landed at De- 
deaghatch 
another 
large 
force 
of 
Greek troops from Salomki Is at sea 
and it is suggested that Greece may 
daisy signing the armistice in order to 
enable these troops to arrive at their 
destination, which is supposed to be 
th e Gulf of Saros, in Gallipoli. 
It is understood that tne armistice 
will extend for about a fortnight if 
necessary and oover the whole field of 
operations. The difficulty with respect 
to the beleaguered garrisons of Adri- 
anople and Scutari is being surmount­ 
ed by permitting them to receive daily 
rations during the armistice. 
Although term s of the armistice will 
not be known until after the signa­ 
tures are affixed nevertheless it is 
understood that they have been con­ 
siderably reduced ae compared with 
original demands of the league. 
They 
provide 
practically 
for 
the 
main 
tenance of the positions which the 
belligerents at present occupy and for 
rcvlctualing the beleaguered towns. 
Greek Delegates Heeitate. 
It is believed that the latter point 
la also responsible for the hesitation 
on the part of the Greek delegates, 
because it implies raising the block­ 
ade with regard to foodstuffs. 
The 
m atter, therefore, haa been referred 
to Athens for decision. 
The armistice provides that fortified 
places may be provisioned and that 
the siege of Turkish ports and islands 
Is to be temporarily considered as 
raised. 
In event of a breakdown in peace 
negotiations the contracting parties 
must give forty-eight hours’ notice be­ 
fore resuming hostilities. 
The 
plenipotentiaries 
appear 
to 
bave been concerned so far solely in 
arranging the armistice, but a peace 
conference is expected to commence 
Immediately, probably at Sofia, and 
Bulgaria already has shown greater 
forbearance than has been looked for 
In waiving her demand for the sur­ 
render of Adrianople. 
While at the 
sam e time Turkey cannot hope to ob­ 
tain better conditions by continuing 
the struggle a strong feeling is enter­ 
tained that the last shot in the war 
will have been fired when the arm is­ 
tice la signed. 
There is little doubt, however, that 
the peace negotiations will be difficult 
and protracted. 
The question of hold­ 
ing a European ambassadorial confer­ 
ence still is undecided, but the inter­ 
national situation is much more peace­ 
ful. 
The Bervian government denies 
the reported preparations for a con­ 
flict with Austria, while the Austrian 
press is much less bellicose.

TARIFF WILL BE LEFT ALONE 


Impeachment Trial of Judge Archbald 
Comee Up In Senate, Many Investl- 


gating Committees Must Conclude 


Work and Report and Several New 


Probes May Be Commenced. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The expiring 
Blnty-second congress assembled at 
neon for its final work of legislation. 
In the brief peglod remaining before 
constitutional limitations bring it to 
an end and turn many of ita members 
back intc private life fifteen appro­ 
priation billa, carrying over $1,000,- 
600,000 for the support of the govern­ 
ment, m ust be passed; tbe impeach­ 
ment of Judge Archbald of tbe com­ 
merce court must be tried in the sen­ 
ate; 
many investigating committees 
must 
conclude 
inquiries and 
make 
their reports and scores of legislative 
m atters must be disposed of. 
Several new inquiries are in pros­ 
pect in the house for the short ses- 
eion. 
The judiciary committee will 
begin an Inquiry iuto anti trust prob­ 
lems about Christmas time with the 
hope that some am endments to the 
anti-trust law can be recommended 
before congress adjourns. 
Either the 
judiciary committee or the "money 
trust" committee will also be asked, 
it is believed, to investigate the New 
England railroad situation, to deter­ 
mine what relatione, If any, exist be­ 
tween the Grand Trunk and the New 
York, New llaven and Hartford rail­ 
roads. 
The “money tru st” investigation is 
to continue this month and an effort 
will be made to procure at least a 
partial report before the session ends. 


Many Other Investigatiena. 
Many other Investigations, including 
that 
into 
the so called 
“shipping 
trust,” and into the awarding of con­ 
tracts for array and navy shoes, must 
be concluded before March 4. 
Throughout the session will run the 
preparatory work for the extra ses­ 
sion to be called soon after President 
Elect Wilson takes office March 4. 
Committees, pursuant to 
this, 
will 
thresh out questions of tariff, currency 
and anti-trust legislation in the effort 
to have Democratic jiollcies shaped 
and Democratic plans made before the 
new adm inistration comes into power, 
It is assured, say 
the 
legislative 
leaders, that there will be no tariff 
legislation this winter. 
Neither is it 
expected that the currency or anti­ 
trust problems will receive much at­ 
tention, the principal work of the ses­ 
sion being confined to preparation for 
the 
Democratic administration 
and 
the enactm ent of some of the more Im­ 
portant bills pending in both houses 
Important measures to receive at­ 
tention include the bill for a depart­ 
ment of labor which Senator Borah 
said would be presented for immedi­ 
ate action; the Sheppard-Kenyon bill, 
preventing shipm ents of liquor into 
“dry" states, the Page bill, to give 
federal aid to the vocational and agri­ 
cultural schools, and the resolution 
for a constitutional am endment lim­ 
iting a president to a single term of 
six years. 
These measures have all 
been debated before both houses and 
have reached the point where action 
of some kind upon them is expected.

Archjmld's attorneys, are to decide at 
a m e tin g what witnesses, if any, can 
be dropped out of the case because 
their testimony bears on facts that 
have been admitted by Judge Arch­ 
bald. 
The senate will convene on Tues­ 
day as the court of mpeachment, with 
Senator Bacon presiding. 
The house 
prosecutors and Judge Archbald’s at­ 
torneys will be ready at that time to 
proceed with the trial, it is understood, 
but formal arguments are not expect­ 
ed before Wednesday. 


ABSCONDING CASHIER 
ATTEMPTS SUICIDE 


Swallows Drug Ho Secured as 


Headache Remedy. 


W«at Point, Ga., Dec. 2.—H. W. Par- 
ker, absconding bank cashier of Win­ 
nebago, Minn., who confessed to a 
shortage in his accounts of $17,000, 
attempted to commit auicide in the 
W est Point jail. 
The prisoner swal­ 
lowed twenty-five grains of a drug he 
procured as a headache remedy. 
He 
finally was revived by physicians. 
After writing a confession of his 
guilt, in which lie admitted marrying 
Mias 
Florence 
Bauer of Cleveland, 
O., despite the fact that he haa a 
wife and three children in Winnebago, 
Parker became morose. He refused to 
nee any visitors, and complained of 
severe headache. 
A messenger waa sent for ht-adache 
tablets. 
A few hours after receiving 
the medicine Parker swallowed the 
entire twenty-five grains. 
One of the 
turnkeys discovered bis condition and 
summoned physicians, who succeeded 
in reviving the banker. 
When he became conscious Parker 
begged the doctors to save his life.

First Day, Which Adjourn After Hav­ 


ing Been Informed of Vice President 


Sherman’s Death, but a Great Crowd 


Witnesses These Proceedings.

Washington. Dec. 2.—[Special.] —All 
the available space for onlookers and 
sightseers is taken in the capitol on 
the opening day of u session of con­ 
gress, no m atter whether it be the be­ 
ginning of a regular session or simply 
the beginning of the last three months 
of a congressional term. 
There is 
something fascinating about the be­ 
ginning of a new session of congress, 
and there are none of the habitues of 
the capitol who will miss it. 
Greetings and Goodby. 
The assembling of the members for 
the last session of the Sixty-second 
congress has many elements of Joy 
and sadness. 
There is Joy among men 
who have been successful and because 
their party has been successful, but 
there are also heartaches on account of 
the loss of men who have been so long 
in tbe public service. 
It is a day of 
greetings and goodby. 
Making tha Beat of It. 
T berearefun and good nature, raillery 
and repartee, and it is a good trait of 
the true American spirit that every de­ 
feated man, almost without exception, 
is making tbe best of It. 
He has to 
stand the jokes and the condolences— 
which are often worse—of his fellow 
men. 
The grim face of Champ Clark is 
sad as he mounts the speaker’s dais. 
He has lost the grand prize, of course, 
but the fellow who is not even com­ 
ing back to congress thinks Champ is 
pretty lucky in being sure of another 
term in the house and the sjieakershlp 
as well. 
The fellows who are clear 
down and out think that a man In 
Champ’s place is not so very bndly off. 
It helps them to make the best of It to 
see how hard Champ has been hit. 
All In tha Preliminaries. 
All interest In the assembling of tbe 
present session is in the preliminaries, 
in the greetings and the jovial good- 
fellowship displayed. 
As soon as the 
gavels fall which call the two houses to­ 
gether the members must return to the 
realization that death has postponed 
all business. No business is transacted 
on tbe first day. 
The two houses are 
informed of the death of tbe vice presi­ 
dent and of different memliers who 
were with them when they ndjourned 
last summer. 
It does not take long to 
attend to this business, although It la 
necessary to puss the usual formal 
resolutions of notification in order to 
start the session ou its business prop­ 
erly. 
The rolls in both houses are called 
and the memliers respond to their 
names. 
Then 
with the death 
a n ­ 
nouncements the first day comes to an 
end. Everything Is just as anticipated, 
but everybody comes Just tbe same, 
and will come on the first day of every 
session just as they bave done since 
there was a capitol. 
Feeling of Exultation. 
One cannot but detect the feeling of 
exultation which the Democrats f**«*l 
on the first day of the session In the 
fact that they have won a great vic­ 
tory and are soon to have control of 
tbe governuieut. It means a greut deal 
to them, more particularly those who 
have uever been In congress when the 
Democrats controlled everything. With 
the exception of about three men in 
tbe bouse and a like number in the 
seuate. there are no members of the 
Democratic party who were in con­ 
gress wheu the Democrats had control 
of every branch of the federal govern­ 
ment. which will be the case in a very 
few months. 
No wonder they feel 
pretty good on their return from the 
(tolling places. 
Thair Last Session. 
Two men attracted more than the 
usual Interest in the house as the mem­ 
ber» met. They were Uncle Joe Cannon 
and Johu Dalzell. They are two veter­ 
ans who are entering upon tbe last ses­ 
sion tbey will be in congress unless 
tbey should agalu be returned two 
years hence. 
Cannon has hud thirty- 
eight years* service in the bouse, be 
ginning March. 4, 1*73. with two years 
intermission. 
Dnlzell has had twenty- 
six years’ continuous service.

It is (laid that the duration of the 
armistice has been fixed at eight days, 
but that it will be prolonged another 
seven days if necessary.

Greek troops from S&lomki is at sea 
end it is suggested that Greece may 
delay signing the armistice in orde** to 
enable these troops to arrive at their 
destination, which is supposed to be 
the Gulf of Saros, in Gallipoli. 
It is understood that tne armistice 
w ill extend for about a fortnight if 
necessary and oover the whole field of 
operations. The difficulty with respect 
to the beleaguered garrisons of Adri- 
anople and Scutari is being surmount­ 
ed by permitting them to receive daily 
rations during the armistice. 
Although terms of the armistice will 
not be known until after the signa­ 
tures are affixed nevertheless it is 
understood that they have been con­ 
siderably reduced as compared with 
original demands of the league.

revictualing the beleaguered towns. 


Greek Delegates Hesitate. 


It is believed that the latter point 
la also responsible for the hesitation 
on the part of the Greek delegates, 
because it implies raising the block­ 
ade with regard to foodstuffs.

same time Turkey cannot hope to ob­ 
tain better conditions by continuing 
the struggle a strong feeling is enter­ 
tained that the last shot in the war 
Will have been fired when the armis­ 
tice is signed.

Several new inquiries are in pros 
peel in the house for the short ses­ 
sion. 
The judiciary committee will 
begin an inquiry into anti-trust prob 
I em* about Christmas time with the 
hope that some amendments to the 
anti-trust law’ can be recommended 
before congress adjourns. 
Either the 
judiciary committee or the “ money 
trust" committee will also be asked, 
it is believed, to investigate the New 
England railroad situation, to deter­ 
mine what relatione, if any, exist be 
tween the Grand Trunk and the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail 
roads. 
The "money trust" investigation is 
to continue this month and an effort 
will be made to procure at least a 
partial report before the session ends. 


Many Other Investigations. 


Many other investigations, including

trust," and into the awarding of con­ 
tracts for army and navy shoes, must 
be concluded before March 4. 
Throughout the session will run the 
preparatory work for the extra ses­ 
sion to be called soon after President 
Elect Wilson takes office March 4. 
Committees,

It is a day of 
greetings and goodby. 
Making the Best of It. 
Therearefnn and good nature, raillery 
and repartee, and it is a good trait of 
the true American spirit that every de­ 
feated man, almost without exception, 
is making the best of it. 
He has to 
stand the jok^s and the condolences— 
which are often worse—of bis fellow 
men. 
The grim face of Champ Clark is 
sad as he mounts the speaker’s dais.

Louis Charles Robin of Paris, the 
enthusiast for the co-education of the 
sexes, who committed suicide recently, 
killed himself with extraordinary calm­ 
ness and deliberation. 
He was seven­ 
ty-five years of age, and since he un­ 
derwent a serious operation five years 
ago he had had bad health. 
He held the opinion that any man 
who became incapable of useful work 
should “disappear,** and to carry out 
his belief he obtained poison. 
After taking a small quantity he sat 
down and made notes of bis condition. 
One entry was to the effect that his ef­ 
fort was “unsuccessful” and that be 
m ust take a larger dose, which he ex­ 
pected would be fatal.

Patrick, who Is serving a life sentence 
In Sing Sing prison for the m urder of 
William Marsh Rice, en aged milUon- 
aire, in New York city Sept. 23, 1900, 
was pardoned by Governor Dix. 
Patrick, who was saved from the 
electric chair by the late Governor 
Higgins in December, 190$, bos made 
a remarkable fight for freedom. 
A lawyer by profession be p r o fite d 
when Governor Higgins commuted the 
death sentence to life imprisonment, 
declaring that the governor had no 
legal right to cancel the original sen­ 
tence and impose a punishment of 
life imprisonment. 
Governor Dix. in announcing that 
he had pardoned Patrick, said: 
“There has always been an air of 
m ystery in this important case Quot­ 
ing from the minority opinion of the 
court of appeals, ’The atmosphere that 
surrounded the defendant showed that 
a fair and impartial trial was scarc ely 
possible.’ 
“I trust that Mr. Patrick will de­ 
vote his energies to a complete vindi 
cation of his declared innocence. 
“During the past year I have given 
much consideration to this case and 
ftm convinced that the defendant in 
entitled to have a full pardon " 
Governor Dix said Superintendent 
of State Prisons Scott aud scores of 
prominent citizens appealed to him in 
Patrick's behalf. 
The 
pardon 
was 
mailed to Warden John S. Kennedy of 
Sing Sing and Patrick 
will be 
re­ 
leased upon its receipt. 


May Lay Claim to Millions. 


It is said Patrick plans to leave for 
Et Louis, the home of John T. Milli­ 
ken, his brother-in-law, but may re­ 
turn later to New York as a claim­ 
an t for the millions left by the aged 
man 
with 
whose 
murder 
ho 
was 
charged. 
Mr. Milliken aided Patrick 
in his fight for freedom and, it is re­ 
ported. will assist him la his efforts 
to prove his innocence. 
At no time during his long incarcer­ 
ation in Sing Sing, four years of which 
were spent in the death house, has 
Patrick given up the hope of procur­ 
ing his freedom. 
Letter after letter 
has been received at the executive 
chamber urging that he be pardoned 
and each successive governor since 
Governor Odell has been asked to ex­ 
tend executive clemency. 
Governor Higgins wav so impressed 
with the prisoner’s plea that he grant­ 
ed him three respites and eventually 
commuted his sentence from death to 
life imprisonment. 
Patrick was charged with having 
brought about the death of Mr. Rice, 
not by his own hand, but through the 
agency of Charles F Jones, a valet 
employed by Rice. 
It was principally 
upon the testimony of Jones, who con­ 
fessed 
having 
administered 
chloro­ 
form to Rice at the behest of Patrick 
while Rice was asleep, that Patrick 
was convicted. 
Jones escaped punishment and has 
long been able to hide his identity 
from the public. 
At last reports he 
was said to I e in Texas 
Patrick 
was 
sentenced 
originally 
April 7, 1902, to die the week com­ 
mencing May 5, and was immediately 
taken to Sing Sing death house.

Thirty-four States Have Ratified the 


Constitutional 
Amendment Perm it­ 


ting Such Legislation and the Demo­ 


cratic Leaders Feel Confident That 
Other Legislatures Will Act Favor- 


ably During Present Winter. 


Washington, *1 
» . - That an in­ 
come tax law will be passed at the 
special 
session of congress to be 
called in April is firmly believed by 
Democratic leaders arriving in W ash­ 
ington. 
They declare that the party is 
committed to the income tax and that 
the only thing that can prevent action 
on it, in connection with the tariff re­ 
vision bills to be passed early in the 
new administration, will be the fail­ 
ure of the states to ratify the pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment. 
Thirty-four states have already rati­ 
fied this am endment and action by 
only two more legislatures is needed 
to make it a part of the basic laws. 
No doubt is expressed by the leaders 
that of the ten state legislatures that 
will meet In January at least two, if 
not more than two, will act on the in­ 
come tax amendment before the house 
Democrats proceed very far with their 
plans to change the revenue laws. 
Representative Cordell Hull of Ten-I 
nessee, a Democratic member of the j 
ways 
and 
means 
committee, 
who j 
framed the excise tax bill passed by 
the bouse at the last, session, is work­ 
ing on the provisions of an income 
tax bill that will be presented early in 
the special session. 


Hull Has Collected Data. 


W'hile Mr. Hull has not he»n dele­ 
gated to prepare this measure in be­ 
half of the committee it is known that 
the task will 
be assigned 
to 
him 
should the income tax amendment be 
ratified by the states In time to per­ 
mit action an an income tax hill in 
the special session. 
Mr. Hull hus col­ 
lected data bearing on the operation 
of the income tax in various countries 
of the world and lie has given ex­ 
haustive study to the subject. 
The statem ent was made on the 
floor of the house repeatedly in the 
session last summer that the Demo­ 
crats would have proposed an income 
tax at that time had it not been for 
the obstacle interposed by th* deci­ 
sion of the supreme court declaring 
such a tax unconstitutional. 
As a 
means of 
raising 
revenue, 
therefore, for what would be lost by 
the operation of certain of the Under­ 
wood tariff 
bills, notably 
the 
free 
sugar measure, an excise tax was pro­ 
posed. 
The excise tax bill will he 
abandoned and in the enactment of 
the income tax law the corporation 
tax act passed on the recommendation 
of President Taft will he repealed. 
From statem ents made by Demo­ 
cratic leaders it may be said that the 
income tax hill that will have consid­ 
eration in the ways and means com­ 
m ute will propose a higher rate on 
“unearned incomes’’ than on “earned 
incomes.’’ The committee Is known to 
favor such a policy.

The Pro fitable Emplo y ment o f Labo r 
During the Winter Seaso n o n 
Many Farms 
The profitable em ploym ent of labor 
during the w inter season is one of 
the difficult problems on m any farms. 
Unloos the scheme of farm organiza­ 
tion is well balanced the horses need­ 
ed for sum m er work , as well as the 
men, will be idle du ring a p art of the 
winter. 
They m ust be fed and cared 
for and the money invested is cost­ 
ing interest all the time. 
Some way 
should be provided in which they 
can a t least earn a p a rt of their 
board. 
The cost of feeding 
(the 
horse» can often be reduced by feed­ 
ing cheap forage and allow ing the 
horses to rough it in a lot or shed. 
It is possible In some places to u« e 
them in hauling building m aterial, 
cord wood or fence posts. 
So far as 
IKwsiblo bulk y farm produce should 
be m ark eted du ring the w inter, thu s 
using the horses when the dem and 
for horse labor on the farm is not 
so pressing. 
Many forms of occupation can be 
devised which will employ the m an 
labor on most farms. 
C aring for live 
stock is one of the moot common as 
well as most profitable. 
W hat the 
p articu lar class of stock should be 
will depend on the food supply, the 
m urk ot facilities and the k ind of la­ 
bor available. 
The care 
of 
dairy 
cows may be combined with wood 
cu tting to advantage in m any cases. 
A flock of sheep may be purchased 
and fed out on cheap, rough food 
and some grain. 
A car of feeder 
cattle may be finished on bundle- 
corn, thus saving the cost of husk ­ 
ing aud a t the same tim e providing 
w inter occupation for labor. 
The farm who has a lot of good 
grain or corn on hand may mak e 
good wages by p reparing it for sale 
as seed and putting it on the m a rk ­ 
et as such. 
A few farm ers in Min­ 
nesota last w inter increased the price 
of their seed corn from $3 to $8 and 
$10 a bushel by careful « election and 
mak ing 
individual ea r tests. 
One 
farm er » old $260 w orth of seed com 
from a sixteen-acre field in this way 
w ithout depleting 
to any appreci­ 
able ex tent his supply of feed, 
lie 
co unted hi» time well spent. 
Many o peratio n« usually co nducts 
in o peu weather can be hastened by 
attentio n and preparatio n during the 
winter seaso n. 
Machinery and har­ 
ness repairs, fence &i» d building al­ 
teratio ns o r repairs, manure hauling 
feed deliv ery and sto rage, and o thers 


will come to the m ind of the fore­ 
handed farm er as he gives thou ght to 
the m atter. 
All of these item s are 
vitally connected w ith 
the 
profit 
side of the financial statem ent— A n­ 
drew Boss, Agronomy 
and 
Farm 
M anagem ent, U niversity Farm , 
St. 
Paul.

BICYCLE COLLISION 


Charles Geminder, 
Riding Wheel, 
Runs Into and Injures George 
Kuehmichel 


OCCURRED SATURDAY EVENING 


Streets Were Dark and Geminder Did 
Not See the Pedestrian on Cor- 
near 8th and Norwood 


In th© da.rkn«>«B of th© night, no 
street lamps being visible, Charles 
Geminder, the W estern Union mes­ 
senger boy rode down Broadway on 
his bicycle and near the corner a t 
Norwood stree t 
accidentally 
col­ 
lided. w ith George K uehm ichel, a 
b u tch er employed 
at 
McGinn 
& 
Smith a. and knocked bim down on 
th e frozen ground and fractured his 
skull S aturday evening, 
Geminder, who is 20 years old, had 
ju s t been home eatin g supper w ith 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. William 
G em inder, 802 South Tenth street. 
K uehm ichel had left his place of em ­ 
ploym ent a t McGinn 
& Smith, at 
6:30 in the e v e n i n g , had eaten sup­ 
per with his family a t 516 Souin 
T enth stree t an d according to ('has. 
•Geminder, m ust nave been w alking 
west on Norwood to retu rn bo work. 
The m essenger boy claim s he was 
going at a slow rate of sj>eed and was 
•on the rig h t side of the street and 
as near as he can tell th e accident 
happened a t 7:30 in th e evening. 
“ All a t once I felt th a t I had run 
into somebody,” said Geminder. 
“ I 
stru ck somebody with 
th e 
front 
wheel. 
I stopped rig h t aw ay and 
w ent back to where the man lay in 
th e stre e t in the middle of the cross­ 
ing. 
I held his head on my knee 
and rubbed his wrists. 
I called for 
help and w hen I saw' a team with a 
couple of fellows in the wagon, I got 
them to take Mr. K uehm ichel home. 
Iii© m an had opened his eyes, but he 
said n othing.” 
T he injured man was taken to his 
home and later to the St. oseph’s hos­ 
pital. 
Dr. R. A. Boise was 
sum ­ 
moned and found Kuehmichel vom it­ 
ing blood and 
blood was ru n n in g 
o u t of his ears. 
A fracture had been 
sustained a t th e bose of the skull. 
At first there appeared little hope for 
recovery and th e injured man was 
unconscious for over 24 hours. 
L at­ 
e r he relapsed into a semi-comatose 
condition. 
He rouse*© himself con­ 
sta n tly and answ ers questions, but 
does not seem to realize how th e ac­ 
cid en t occurred or w hat struck him.

The Profitable Employment of Labor 
During the Winter Season on 
Many Farms 


The profitable em ploym ent of labor 
du rin g the w inter season is one of 
the difficult problems on many farms. 
Unless the scheme of farm organiza­ 
tion is well balanced the horses need­ 
ed for sum m er work, as well as the 
men, w ill be idle during a p art of the 
winter. 
They m ust be fed and cared 
for and th© money invested is cost­ 
ing interest all th© time. 
Some way 
should be provided in which they 
can a t least earn a part of th e ir 
board. 
The cost of feeding 
(the 
horses can often be reduced by feed­ 
ing cheap forage and allowing the 
horses to rough it in a lot or shed. 
It is possible in some places to use 
them in hauling building m aterial, 
cord wood or fence posts. 
So far as 
possible bulky farm produce should 
be m arketed d u rin g the w inter, th u s 
using the horses when the dem and 
for horse labor on the farm Is not 
so pressing. 
Many forms of occupation can be 
devised which will employ th e m an 
labor on most farms. 
Caring for live 
stock is one of th e most common as 
well as most profitable. 
W hat the 
p articular class of stock should be 
will depend on the food supply, the 
m arket facilities and the kind of la­ 
bor available. 
The care 
of 
dairy 
cows may be combined with wood 
cu ttin g to advantage in m any cases. 
A flock of sheep may he purchased 
an d fed out on cheap, rough food 
and some grain. 
A car of feeder 
cattle may be finished on bundle- 
corn, thus saving the cost of husk­ 
ing and a t the sam e time providing 
w inter occupation for labor. 
The farm who has a lot of good 
g rain or corn on hand may make 
good wages by preparing It for sale 
as seed and p u ttin g it on the m a rk ­ 
et as such. 
A few farm ers in M in-! 
nesota last w inter increased the price 
of their seed corn from $3 to $8 and ‘ 
$10 a bushel by careful selection and j 
m aking individual e a r tests. 
One 
farm er sold $260 w orth of seed corn I 
from a sixteen-acre field In this way 
w ithout depleting to any appreci­ 
able extent his supply of feed. 
He 
counted his tim e well spent. 
Many operations usually conduct© 
in open w eather can be hastened by 
atten tio n and preparation during the 
w inter season. 
M achinery an d h a r­ 
ness repairs, fence an d building a l­ 
terations or repairs, m anure hauling 
feed delivery and storage, and others 


will come to the mind of the fore­ 
handed farm er as he gives th o u g h t to 
the m atter.

CITY OF SALONIKI 
HAS NOTABLE HISTORY. 


Turkish 8 tro ngh o ld F a m o u s In Ancient 
a nd M odern D ays. 


Among th e European strongholds of 
Turkey Saloniki, w hich w as recently 
raptu red by the Greeks, has alw ays 
been conspicuous on account of its 
itrategic position at the head of the 
gulf of Saloniki. It Is 140 miles south 
by w est of Sofia, and is the capital of 
the vilayet w hich includes th e districts 
of Saloniki, Serre*. D ram a a nd Mob as­ 
tir. 
T h e city fins been described as 
one of the m<>st picturesq ue in E u ­ 
rope, its houses rising in terraces from 
the flat shore to a height crow ned by 
th e seven tow ered citadel and su rro u nd ­ 
ed by ancient walls and towers. 
T he 
view from the gulf, w ith th e tow ers 
and m inarets soaring above the m ass 
of 
buildings, 
is said 
to be uniq ue 
am ong coastline horizons. 
R em ains of fo rm er civilization have 
long m ade Saloniki famous. 
W ithin 
the c ity’s w alls is th e so called triu m ­ 
phal arch of C onstantine, L as ineau- 
tadas, an entrance to a long destroyed 
hippodrome, sections of tw o R om an 
highw ays paved w ith lava, and tw o 
m assive Rom an gatew ays. 
T h ere 
are 
several 
churches 
(now 
mosq ues) of th e early C hristian civili­ 
zation, whose decorations, 
still 
well 
preserved, m ake them im po rtant in the 
history o f B yzantine architecture. 
T he 
principal of these are know n to all 
stu d ents of architecture as th e m osq ues 
of St. Sophia, St. George and St. De­ 
metrius. 
St. 
Sophia 
w as 
probably 
erected by J u s tinia n’s architect, A n­ 
them ius. and 
it 
w as tu rned 
into a 
m osq ue in 158 9 . 
Its casings of w hite 
m arble have been copied in several re ­ 
cent exam ples of B yzantine architec­ 
ture. 
T he prosperity of th e city, achieved 
principally 
th rou gh 
m aritim e 
com ­ 
merce, Is so great th a t it ra nk s second 
only to C onstantinople as a T urk ish 
seaport. 
T he splendid h arb o r Is pro­ 
tected by a b re a k w a te r 1,8 00 feet long. 
T h e A u stro -H ungarian railw ay system 
affords easy access bv land w ith the 
rich valleys 
lying to w ard 
Belgrade. 
Adrlanople, Sofia and C onstantinople. 
T h e speech of the city is know n as 
"L adino," a co rrupted form of Spanish 
Introduced by tin* exiled Spanish Jew s, 
w ho com prise m ore th an h a lf of the 
city’s population. 
U nd er the nam e of "T liessalonica” 
th e tow n w as a place of groat im po r­ 
ta nce to the R om ans, and it is fatuous 
in connection w ith th e early history of 
C hristianity because of P a u l’s E pistles 
to the Thessulonians. 
In 39 0 A. D. Saloniki w as th e scene 
of a dreadful m assacre perpetrated by 
th e com m and o f Theodosius a fte r th e 
city had become a defense of the a n­ 
cient civilization against barb aric In 
m ads. 
C o nstantine repaired its port. 
T h e Slavonic tribes strove vainly to 
ta k e th e city throughout th e seventh 
century. 
In th e ninth centu ry Simeon 
o f B ulgaria cam e against it because <>f 
an effort to tra ns fe r the whole o f the 
B ulgarian tra d e to its i>ort. 
In 9 04 the 
S aracens took the place by storm and 
sold as slaves 22.000 of its Inh ab itants. 
In 118 5 the N o rm ans laid a ten day 
siege to th« * city, which ended in its 
ca ptu re by assau lt and th e pe rpe tra ­ 
tion o f nam eless barbarities. 
In 18 70 
th e F rench and G erm an consul* a t 
Saloniki w ere m urd ered by th e T u r k ­ 
ish populace.

Among the European strongholds of 
Turkey Saloniki. which was recently 
captured by the Greeks, has alway* 
been conspicuous on account of its 
Strategic position at the head of the 
gulf of Saloniki. It Is 140 miles south 
by west of Sofia, and is the capital of 
the vilayet which includes the district 
af Saloniki, Sorrel, Drama and Monns- 
tlr. 
Tlx* city has been described as 
one of the most picturesque in E u­ 
rope, its houses rising in terraces from 
the flat shore to a height crowned by 
the seven towered citadel ami surround­ 
ed by ancient walls and towers. 
The 
view from the gulf, with the towers 
and minarets soaring above the mass 
of buildings, is said to be unique 
among coastline horizons. 
Remains of former civilization hnve 
long made Saloniki famous. 
Within 
the city’s walls is the so called trium ­ 
phal arch of Constantine, Las lucau- 
tadas, an entrance to a long destroyed 
hippodrome, sections of two Roman 
highways paved with lava, aud two 
massive Roman gateways. 
There are 
several 
churches 
(now 
mosques) of the early Christian civili­ 
zation, whose decorations, still well 
preserved, make them im portant in the 
history of Byzantine architecture. The 
principal of these are known to all 
students of architecture as the mosques 
of St. Sophia, St. George and St. De­ 
metrius. 
St. 
Sophia 
was 
probably 
erected by Justinian’s architect, An­ 
themius. and it was turned Into a 
mosque in 1580. 
Its casings of white 
marble have been copied in several re­ 
cent examples of Byzantine architec­ 
ture. 
The prosperity of the city, achieved 
principally 
through 
maritime 
com­ 
merce. is so great Hint It ranks second 
only to Constantinople as a Turkish 
seaport. 
The splendid harl>or is pro­ 
tected by a breakwater 1.800 feet long. 
The Austro-Hungarian railway system 
affords easy a ccess by land with the 
rich valley* lying toward Belgrade. 
Adrianople, Sofia and Constantinople. 
The speech of the city is known as 
Ladtno," a corrupted form of Spanish 
Introduced by the exiled Spanish Jews. 
who comprise more than half of the 
city’s population. 
Under the name of "Thessalonicn" 
the town was a place of great Impor­ 
tance to the R om ans, and it is famous 
in connection with tile early history of 
Christianity because of I’aul’s Epistles 
to the Thessalonians. 
In 390 A. D. Saloniki was the scene 
of a dreadful massacre perpetrated by 
the command of Theodosius after the 
city had become a defense of the an­ 
cient civilization against barbaric In 
mads. 
Constantine repaired its port. 
The Slavonic trll*cs strove vainly to 
take the city throughout the seventh 
century. 
In the ninth century Simeon 
of Bulgaria came against it because of 
an effort to transfer the whole of the 
Bulgarian trade to its port. 
In 004 the 
Saracens took tho place by storm and 
sold as slaves 22.000 of Its inhabitants. 
In 1185 the Normans laid a ten day 
siege to the city. which ended In Its 
capture by assault and the perpetru 
Mon of nameless barbarities. 
In 1876 
the French and German consuls at 
Saloniki were murdered by the T u rk ­ 
ish populace.

Lizards’ Tails. 
Certain lizards are remarkable for 
the fragility of their tails, although 
this weakness Is not always the d raw ­ 
back that may be imagined. 
The dia­ 
mond tailed gecko, for Instance, fre­ 
quently owes its existence to the readi­ 
ness with which its caudal appendage 
can be snapped off. This reptile, which 
will perch upon a rock head downward 
and tail in the air, is liable to be prey­ 
ed upon by hawks. 
One of these for­ 
midable birds will swoop down upon 
a lizard and seize w hat it takes to he 
the head, hut is really the tail. 
The 
brittle tail snaps off. and the gecko
